ENDURANCE FLIERS 
OET A U3, RECORD; 
EEK WORLD MARK 


Chamberlin and Acosta 
Remain Up 36 Hours; 
Still Continuing. 


HOPE T0 STAY ALOFT 
UNTIL THIS MORNING 


Flying Until 6:42 A. M. Today, 
Will Better Time Set by 
Frenchmen in 1925. 


Mineola, N. Y., April 13 (A. P.).—Bert 
Acosta and Clarence D. Chamberlin, 
civilian pilots, set a new American rec- 
ord tonight in their attempted 50- 
hour filght for the world’s endurance 
record. At 9:35 o’clock tonight they 
passed the previous American time of 
36 hours 4 minutes 34 seconds. 

The filers took off on their long 
grind in the clouds at 9:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning in a Wright-Bellanca 
plane. Traveling at less than 80 miles 
an hour, they have “shuttled” steadily 
back and forth between Roosevelt 
field and New York city, determined to 
keep up the pace until they establish 
a new world’s endurance record. 

The previous American record was 
made by Oakley Kelly and John A. 
Macready at Wilbur Wright field, Day- 
ton, Ohio, April 16-17, 1923, with 36 
hours 4 minutes and 34 seconds in the 
air. The present world record of 45 
hours 11 minutes and 59 second was 
made at Etampes-Chartres, France, in 
August, 1925, by Droughin and Landry. 
Acosta and Chamberlin hope to pass 
this record at 6:42 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 


Ideal Flying Conditions. 


Among the first to congratulate G. 

M. Bellanca, designer of the plane after 
the American record had been broken 
was Carl F. Schory. representing the 
American Aeronautic association, who 
was secretary of the endurance com- 
mittee and official Judge in charge of 
the flight. 
Ideal night flying conditions attend- 
ed the shattering of the American rec- 
ord. A nearly full moon flooded the 
cloudless sky with light and there was 
no wind. The threat of rain which had 
attended the plane late in the day dis- 
appeared after nightfall. 

All conditions were considered favor- 
able for setting a new world record. 

Once today the fliers dropped a note 
saying they were taking “cat naps” when 
they: could. and after noon the two 
were “interviewed” by a reporter for 
the New York Evening Post, who yelled 
his queries’ through the roaring air 
from another plane, which drew along- 
side the Bellanca monoplane. 

Acosta, resting for the time being 
while Chamberlain piloted, poked his 
head outside the cabin, and when 
words failed to carry, shook hands 
with himself to indicate “@ll was well.” 

In contrast to the clear weather con- 
ditions yesterday, when the plane 
soared gracefully through a sky of 
pemfect blue, the weather today was 
gray and forbidding.

2 DEAD, WOMAN SHOT 
IN GANGSTER FIGHTS 


Running Motor Car Battle Is 
Fought; Man Beaten at 
Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, April 13 (By A. P.).— 
Two men were killed and a woman 50 
seriously injured she may die in what 
police believe was a new outbreak of 
gang warfare early today. 

Police are trying to establish a con- 
nection between a running fight in mo- 
tor cars, in which one man was shot, 
and the beating of another man to 
death and the serioys injury of the 
woman. 

The man shot and ‘killea was Edwin 
Callahan, father of two children.  Cal- 
lahan was riddled with seven bullets, 
supposedly from a pump gun. 

The second victim of the supposed 
gang war is unidentified, except that 
he was known in the underworld as 
“Sam.” He was found propped against 
the entrance to a hospital. His skull 
had been crushed in five places and he 
died without regaining consciousness. 

The woman who is supposed to be 
the third victim is Florence Snyder, 24 
She is in a hospital, where she was 
taken by police who found her in her 
room suffering from a head injury. 
Physicians can not tell whether she 


was shot or beaten, and she will not 
say how she was injured.

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DIVORCE TO COUNTESS; 
SALM WINS SEPARATION 


Custody of Child Is Given to 
Mother, Rogers Heiress, 
by Paris Decree. 


BOTH HAD FILED SUITS 


Paris, April 13 (By A. P.).—Countess 
Salm. the former Millicent Rogers, has 
been awarded an absolute divorce. The 
decree, signed Monday, gave her cus- 
tody of their child. 

The count filed the first suit, asking 
for a “limited” divorce. The countess 
filed a counter suit for absolute divorce, 
which was granted. The court, how- 
ever, also granted Count Salm a “sep- 
aration.” 

Count Salm was not allowed to ask 
for an absolute divorce, as he is an 
Austrian, and only “limited divorces” 
may be granted under Austrian law. 

While the countess is to retain cus- 
tody of their son Peter, Count Salm 
will have the right to visit him at cer- 
tain periods, which will be made longer 
as the boy grows older. It was agreed 
that Petetr must have at least two 
years’ schooling in Europe. 

Both the count and the countess were 
present at the final hearing Monday. 
They showed no bitterness toward each 
other. In fact, she smiled sweetly at 
him when the decree was announced. 

The ground for divorce given in the 
countess’ successful counter suit was 
that Count Salm was unable to sup- 
port her in the style to which she was 
accustomed. 

New York, April 13 (By A. P.).—The 
decree of absolute Wivorce granted 
Countess Salm today in Paris was fore- 
seen here as a possibility when the 
countess sailed for Paris in January 
with her mother, and reports were that 
she was soon to institute a sult against 
Count Ludwig Salm-Hoogstraeten. 

The separation suit brought by the 
count was adjourned in New York on 
March 21 suddenly, and it was reported 
Count Salm had agreed to a financial 
settlement involving $300,000. This 
sum was not, however, confirmed. Under 
agreement.of counsel the count was to 
see the child, Peter, aged 3 years, one 
week each month. 

The count-and the former Miss Milll- 
cent Rogers, heiress to the Col. Henry 
H. Rogers’ $40,000,000 fortune, were 
married at the municipal building here 
January 8, 1924, against the wishes of 
the parents of the young woman. 

After attempts to effect a reconcilia- 
tion with her parents the couple sailed 
for Europe three weeks after the mar- 
riage on their honeymoon. Four months 
later the countess returned, accompani- 
ed only by her father, and September 
27, 1924, the son, whose custody she 
has now been granted, was born.

“FLAPPER OF BRITAIN 
OAN OUTVOTE THE MEN 


Cabinet Finally Decides to 
Extend Franchise to 
Women Past 21. 


PRIME MINISTER UNEASY 


London, April 13 (By A. P.).—The 
possibility that John Bull may be out- 
voted in the next general election by 
the women of his household was cre- 
ated today by Premier Baldwin’s an- 
nouncement in the house of commons 
that the government will introduce 
@ bill at the next session of parlia- 
ment lowering the minimum voting 
age for women from 30 to 21 years. 

It is estimated that 5,000,000 women 
will be enfranchised under the meas- 
ure and when the next general elec- 
tion comes around,—normally late in 
1929—there will be 13,900,000 British 
women able to vote, compared with 
only about 11,800,000 men.- 

-~he mome. .cous declaration was made 
with seeming uneasiness by the prime 
minister this afternoon, following upon 
discussion of the franchise question by 
the cabinet this morning. In a low 
tone he informed the house of the 
government’s decision to lower the 
voting age for women to equality with 
men. 

Today’s announcement is hailed by 
suffragists as the final victory in a long 
campaign which started decorously in 
the hoopskirt arid crinoline days of 60 
years ago and staged a whirlwind fin- 
ish during the last two months, with 
much lobbying by women and ‘much 
talk about bobbed hair, short skirts and 
“votes for flappers.” 

Dame Millicent Fawcett, writer and 
noted suffragist, told the Evening 
Standard today that girls of <1 are 
more intelligent than men of that age. 
She even envisaged the possibility of a 
cabinet including a considerable pro- 
portion of women,

PALM BEACH SHIP 
PICKED UP HELPLESS 


Steamer Mary Weems, Dis- 
abled at Sea, Taken in Tow; 


Has 168 Passengers. 


Lewes, Del., April 13 (By A. P.).— 
Her engines disabled at sea last night, 
the steamship Mary Weems, with 168 
passengers from Palm Beach, Fla., for 
New York, was being towed up the 
Delaware river tonight to Philadelphia. 
She was expected to arrive there early 
tomorrow and the passengers, all of 
whom were reported well, will entrain 
at once for New Yofk. 

The Mary Weems, owned by the Balti- 
more & Carolina Steamship Co., was 
found drifting helplessly in the heavy 
seas Off the Virginia coast by the steam- 
ship Bristol, of Portland, Maine, which 


‘picked up an S O S message from the 


disabled craft, and towed her to Lewes. 
There she was taken in tow by a tug.

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100 DEAD, 250 HUF 
NN SHANGHAI FIGHTS 
TO DRIVE OUT REDS 


Excitement in Foreign 
Settlement Caused 
by the Firing. 


CANTONESE TROOPS 
LEAVING CHINKIANG 


Gen. Chang Chung-Li, Leader 
of Forces on Yangtze, Is 
Fleeing to Shanghai. 


Shanghai, April 13 (By A. P.).—One 
hundred Chinese were killed and 250 
wounded in fighting resulting from 
further raids in the native suburbs of 
Shanghai this afternoon by Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s troops, engaged in routing 
out the reds. 

The casualties were mostly among 
the communist supporters. 

The shooting was plainly heard in 
the international settlement, causing 
considerable excitement. 

The general strike, called by the red 
labor unions as a protest against the 
raids, which began yesterday, has 
rendered nearly 100,000 workers idle and 
delayed a number of Chinese-owned 
steamers. 

Gen, Pai Tsung-Chi, commander of 
the Cantonese troops in this section, is- 
sued an official proclamation tonight 
dissolving the General Labor union. 

Internationale Ald Offered. 

A telegram has been sent to Chiang 
Kad-Shek by N. M. Roy, described as a 
communist functioning in Hankow in 
behalf of the third internationale, ad- 
vising the Cantonese generalissimo to 
abandon his plans for a conference of 
the Kuomintang (Cantonese political 
party) at Nanking, on the ground it 
will split the party. 

The telegram adds that the third in- 
ternationale will lend all its services to 
help in forming a united nationalist 
(Cantonese) front. 

Gen. Pai Tsung-Chi appointed ten 
committees to take charge of the re- 
organization of the General Labor 
Union and drive out the radicals. He 
is quoted as expressing belief that the 
general strike called here will not last 
long, all the Shanghai unions having 
been affiliated with the General Labor 
Union. 

During this afternoon’s raids some 
bullets fell inside the international set- 
tlement, causing much excitement. 

Evacuating Chinkiang. 

The Cantonese troops apparently are 
evacuating Chinkiang, on the Yangtze 
river, 45 miles northeast of Nanking. 

Most of the Cantonese officiala have 
left Chinkiang and the Cantonese flag 
has been hauled down from the cus- 
toms house. 

Chiang Kai-Shek’s Cantonese troops 
today found themselves faced with 
fighting foes both along the Yangize 
battle front and in Shanghal itself. 

Northern forces, following up their 
recent successful advance, crossed the 
Yangtze to the south bank near Kiang- 
yin, halfway between Nanking and 
Shanghal. 

Official advices tell of the crossing 
of the Yangtze by the northerners said 
that Gen. Chang Chung-Li, Cantonese 
commander in that district, was fleeing 
toward Shanghai.

Foreign observers here believe the 
northerners have determined to strike 
while the iron is hot, in view of the 
split between the moderate Cantonese 
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Royal Car Derailed; 
King Hurled to Floor 


Copenkagen, Denmark, April 13 (By 
A. P.).—King Christian and Queen 
Alexandrina had a narrow escape in the 
night when their sleeping car was de- 
railed as it was leaving a ferry con- 
necting the islands of Zeeland and 
Funen. The king and queen, en route 
to their seaside villa at the Skaw, were 
asleep. King Christian was hurled out 
of his berth. 

Railroad officials commented that it 
was remarkable that the car did not 
overturn. 

The king and queen were much 
startled. but unhurt. Tkey continued 
to the Skaw. 


FALL-SINCLAIR OIL 
LEASE SUBMITTED 
TO SUPREME GOURT 


Justices Ask Questions as 
Teapot Dome Case 
Is Argued. 


DECEIT AND BRIBERY 
ARE CHARGED BY U. S. 


Inferences of Government Not 
Sustained by Evidence, 
Contention of Defense. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

With both sides expressing satisfac- 
tion, the spectacular legal battle over 
the Teapot Dome lease held the at- 
tention of the Supreme Court through- 
out its entire session yesterday. 

It proved a legal contest of first 
magnitude with Martin W. Littleton 
and John W. Lacey, of Sinclair counsel, 
pitted against Atlee Pomerene and 
Owen J. Roberts for the government. 
The question at issue was whether the 
Teapot Dome lease should be can- 
celed. 

Littleton and Lacey had carried off 
the victory at the trial court, where 
witnesses appeared and the great ar- 
ray of facts were adduced. The trial 
court’s decision found the lease legal 
and found no fraud. Roberts and 
Pomerene had won before the court of 
appeals of the Eighth circuit, where 
Judge Kenyon, formerly a senator of 
the United States, had agreed with 
the findings of fact and the law of the 
lower court, but drew inferences of his 
own as to what the evidence meant 
-and did not agree with the trial judge. 


Both Sides Start Even. 


So, the battle was fought out yes- 
terday with an even start for both 
sides. The government replied upon 
Kenyon’s inference of fraud to main- 
tain the position that there was cor- 
ruption and Pomerene and Roberts 
took their stand behind Kenyon’s opin- 
ion though there was no claim of 
proving that Harry F. Sinclair had 
bribed Albert B. Fall. 

The defense countered with a chal- 
lenge of the whole structure of infer- 
ences and declared that not a scintilla 
of evidence had been proudced or could 
be produced to show fraud. Littleton 
virtually striped the battle of all ex- 
traneous considerations when he took 
his stand on the question of whether 
any connection could be shown be- 
tween Sinclair and the Continental 
Trading Co. bonds which the govern- 
ment had traced to, Fall’s son-in-law, 
Everhardt. 

The inferences which Judge Kenyon 
had found in the case, according to 
Littleton, constituted nothing more 
nor less than a charge that Sinclair 
bribed Fall. He challenged production 
of a single scintilla of evidence in sup- 
port of that charge and staked his case 
on the result. 


Veteran Attorney Argues. 


John W. Lacey, of Sinclair counsel, 
veteran from Cheyenne, nearing his 
eightieth year, brought out this same 
point in dramatic fashion in the open- 
ing argument of the day. After methodil- 
cally reviewing the defendant’s side 
of the case with respect to the oil 
Situation, the legality of the lease, the 
issues raised by the pleadings, the 
veteran attorney showed the first touch 
of emotion in his voice when he said: 

“The Court of Appeals found against 
the Mammoth Oil Co. on an issue not 
raised by the pleadings. They found 
there was bribery.

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GAPITAL FLIER KILLED, 
ANOTHER HURT IN CRASH 


Capt. Sands, Secretary to 
MacCracken, Found Dead 
Near Giesboro Point. 


A practice flight from Bolling field 
ended disastrously yesterday when a 
plane carrying two army reserve filers 
crashed near Giesboro point. 

Capt. Homer I. Sands was dead when 
rescuers reached the scene, and Lieut. 
John L. Hosch was unconscious. He 
was still unconscious at Walter Reed 
hospital early this morning, physicians 
declar'ng his condition was extremely 
grave. 

Capt. Sands was secretary to Will- 
iam P. MacCracken, Assistant Secre- 


nautics. He was 31 years old and lived 
at 1424 Sixteenth street northwest, 
having come here from Fargo, N. Dak. 

Lieut Hosch has been an engineer in 
the air regulations division of the De- 
partment of Commerce. He is 26 years 
old and his address is 2121 H street 
northwest. 

Lieut. J. Elwood Boudwin, jr., also 
@ reserve flier, was in the air when the 
plane carrying Sands and Hosch crashed 
to the earth. Lieut. Boudwin esti- 
mated their plane was about 100 feet 
from the ground when it fell. 

A board composed of officers at Boll- 
ing field will investigate in an effort to 
determine what caused the crash, it 
was announced at the War department. 

Maj. W. G. Kilner, executive officer 
of the Army Air corps, who was” also 
fiying nearby, said the plane took a 
sharp left turn and then began to fall. 
The wings, he said, made three com- 
plete turns as the plane: shot earth- 
ward. 

In the opinion of the eye-witnesses 
the plane was too low for either Sands 
or Hosch to have used their para- 
chutes. 

Capt. Sands entered the flying 
branch of the army nearly 10 years 
ago. He was a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois ground school and of 
the engineering school at McCook field, 
Dayton, Ohio. 

Lieut. Hosch attended the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
and was awarded a batchelor of Science 
degree. He studied under Edward P. 
Warner, who is now Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy in charge of aviation.

Following a reception at Monticello, 
th e home of Jefferson, floral tributes 
committees throughout the coun- 
try were placed upon the Jefferson 
tmb. These included wreaths from 
Mawaii, Havana, Mayor James J. 
Walker of New York city; the Tam- 
Many society of New York city, the 
uthern Society of New York and 
mmittees in many States. Previous 
to the exercises at the university in 
the morning, the Tammany society 
Placed a wreath at Jefferson’s birth- 
Place in Shdawell, Grand Sagamore 
George F. Kreykenbohn, asserting that 
the Tammany society was founded 
upon the principles expounded by Jef- 
ferson. 

GMonticello and the University of 
Virginia were “the peoples shrine on 
Whose altar the lamp was kept eternally 
lighted by loving memory—the tribute 
of great insights, great ideals,” the 
New York educator declared in open- 
ing his address. Close to 1,500 persons 
Packed Cabell hall to hear Dr. Butler. 


More Important Now, He Says. 


“Thomas Jefferson is even more im- 
portant in 1927 than he was in 1787,” 
the speaker declared after pointing out 
that there was no longer the simple 
faith in democracy which we, as trus- 
tees, are holding for posterity. 

“Can it be possible democracy has 
become an obstacle to human happi- 
ness and progress,” he asked, saying 
that democracy was challenged from 
within and without and that at no 
time in mémory were the challenges 
as emphatic as now. 

Declaring that socialism was the least 
violent of the attacks on democracy, 
Dr. Butler pointed to communism in 
Russia and the Mussolini rule in Italy 
as outstanding attacks. According to 
liberal democrats he said the democrat 
societies were societies of collective 
mediocrity, jealous of excellence. 

“The damocratic society is going on 
the rocks—this is a new day; why not 
face the facts,” Dr. Butler said was the 
thought of liberal democrats. In con- 
sequence c™ this, he charged, we are 
now faced with the group or bloc sys- 
tem which must effect compromise to 
carry through its aims. 


Challerge to Fascist Theory 


Declaring that Italy attributed its 
downfall to our own philosophy, Dr. 
Butler asserted that sentiment, action 
and theory ..ake up fascism. 

The sentiment and action he classed 
as faultless, ‘but the theory, he said, 
“challenges us direct.” 

“The moment the State becomes ab- 
solute,” he declared, “somebody must 
be absolute. If we are to resist the re- 
turn of the doctrine of the absolute 
State under the guise of efficiency we

Milan, Italy, April 13 (By A. P.). 
A “moto-balioon,” capable of re- 
maining immobile in the air as an 
observation post, though unat- 
tached, or of being transformed into 
a semidirigible within a half hour, 
was launched here today. 

It was christened the “A. P.,” after 
its inventor, Col. Avorio, and his 
assistant, Signor Prassone. 

It consists of a special type of 
captive balloon with the body re- 
placed by a metallic tubujar ap- 
paratus equipped with a 400-hérse- 
power rotor and containing room 
for a crew of several men.

Adjutant General of Forces 
in France. 


MADE BRIGADIER IN 1922 


Funeral services for the late Brig. 
Gen. Benjamin Alvord, U. 8. A., retired, 
first adjutant general of the American 
e tonary forces in France, who 
died yesterday in his residence, 3431 
Porter street northwest, will be held 
at Gawler’s und establishment, 
1730 Pennsylvania avenue northwest, 
tomorrow afternoon at 1:45 o'clock. 
Burial services will be at Arlington 
National cemetery at 2:30 o’clock, Col. 
John T. Axton, chief of army chaplains, 
officiating. 

Gen. Alvord, who was secretary of 
the board of, governors: of the United 
States Soldiers’ home at the time of 
his death, was born at Vancouver, 
Wash., May 15, 1860, and was appointed 
to West Point from the District of 
Columbia in 1877, becoming a second 
lieutenant of infantry and serving in 
that branch and in the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department. He was appointed 
& permanent brigadier general in 1922, 
retiring in 1924, 

He .served as professor of modern 
languages at West Point from 1887 to 
1892 and in the capacities of adjutant 
general, inspector general, ordnance of- 
ficer and chief mustering officer in the 
war with Spain in 1898. He was in the 
field against Philippine insurgents in 
Luzon and at Manila the next year. 

Gen. Alvord came to this city in 1903 
as secretary to the general staff and 
served in the office of the adjutant 
general until 1912. He was acting 
chief of staff on the Vera Cruz expedi- 
tion in 1914, and was adjutant gen- 
eral of the A. E: F. from June 13, 1917, 
to May 2, 1918. Returning to this 
country, he became acting chief of 
staff and adjutant general of the South- 
eastern department, at Charleston, §. 
C. He was adjutant of the Western de- 
partment, later the Ninth Corps area, 
at San Francisco, and returned to this 
city in 1922 as assistant to the adjutant 
general. 

Gen. Alvord was awarded the distin- 
guished service medal for his work with 
the A. E. F. and a silver star citation 
for gallantry in action at Cainta, in 
the Philippines, as a captain of the 
Twentieth infantry. 

The widow, Mrs. Margaret Alvord; 
two daughters, Mrs. Reginald Ruther- 
ford, and Mrs. O. L. Spiller, of this 
city, and a son, Benjamin Alvord, jr., 
San Francisco, survive. 


WILLIAM B. GREEN DIES. 


William Burton Green, 77 years old, 
former publisher and editor of news- 
papers in Kentucky and nearby Mafy- 
land, died yesterday in his home, 1627 
Lamont street northwest, following a 
short illness.

Nine times out of ten, however, Sen- 
ator Curtis stands with the “old guard,” 
so that his support of the Vice Presi- 
dent in this instance can not be con- 
sidered of much comfort to that em- 
barrassed individual now or in the 
future. 

The presumption last night was that 
the political football had been kicked 
about for the last time prior to court 
action on the committee's authority and 
life. The hearing of the suit filed in 
Philadelphia by Jerry C. South, special 
agent of the Reed committee, demand- 
ing that the officials of Delaware county 
surrender the ballot boxes in their cus- 
tody, is set for trial on Monday, and 
the two camps will probably await that 
ruling now. 

Senator Fess, in his formal statement 
declining a place on the committee, said 
he objected to the broad authority 
which had been given the committee, 
and insisted its work could have been 
done as well by the standing commit- 
tee of the Senate created for such pur- 
poses. 


Questions Dawes’ Authority. 


He also made the point that as a 
member of the committee on audits 
and contingent expenses of the Senate 
he had agreed that no authority existed 
for the expenditure of further funds by 
the committee. 


In an interview after the issuance of 
the formal statement Senator Fess 
questioned the authority of the Vice 
President to name anyone and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Senate’s 
presiding officer had misinterpreted the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Daugherty case. 

Senator Fess also said that if the 
Reed committee’s authorization had 
been limited to further investigation of 
the situation in Illinois and Pennsyl- 
vania he would not have refused to 
serve, but that he did not wish to be a 
party to giving publicity to endless un- 
founded rumors of corruption. 

Senator Fess’ statement follows: 

“When honored by the Vice Presi- 
dent’s appointment to the so-called 
slush fund committee to succeed Sena- 
tor Goff, resigned, I took the matter of 
acceptance under advisement because 
of the respect due the Vice President and 
the importance of the matter itself, re- 
alizing that immediate action was un- 
necessary now that the status of the 
committee is before the courts for de- 
cision. 

“My inclination from the first has 
been to decline the appointment, but, 
being willing to submerge my desires if 
public service could be rendered, I 
have considered it from that angle. 

“My vote was not cast for the reso- 
lution creating this select committee, 
for the reason that all necessary in- 
vestigation should be made by the 
standing committee created for the 
purpose, but after the select commit- 
tee was established and had started its 
investigations in the Pennsylvania and 
Illinois primaries, I stated in the Sen- 
ate the evening before adjournment 
that I would vote for the resolution 
continuing the select committee if it 
were limited to complete the work al- 
ready begun, but that I did not like to 
have a committee remain at the beck 
and call of some one who may wish 
to make a charge, whether it be a re- 
sponsible or irresponsible charge—set 
up as it were a grand jury, and make 
public the information that every Tom, 
Dick and Harry may come in and state 
his charge. 


Man’s Character Hurt. 


“Although there may be no call for 
it at all, yet because it is news, all the 
papers run it in large type at the head 
of the printed page, and the character 
of the man against whom the charge 
is leveled is injJured—it may be black- 
ened. The investigation may prove 
there was no foundation in it, but the 
mud sticks to him, and the truth never 
catches up with the falsehood. That 
is what I do not like. 

“I stated then that I have the fullest 
sympathy with the desire to prevent 
corruption, politically as well as other- 
wise; and I have no sympathy what- 
ever with any effort to conceal any- 
thing that is wrong in public life or 
elsewhere, but I believe that investi- 
gation should be made in orderly fash- 
ion by a quorum of properly recog- 
nized committee, and that if prosecu- 
tion is necessary, it be done in judicial 
fashion. 

“After consideration I am of the 
same opinion that the investigations 
should be made by the regularly con- 
stituted standing committee of the 
Senate, and that no committee should 
be clothed with carte blanche author- 
ity to rove at will, and conclude that 
not being in. accord with the views 
recently expressed of the majority of 
the committee, I could render no pub- 
lic service and should decline to serve 
on it, and have written tke Vice Presi- 
dent, thanking him for the designa- 
tion and giving reasons for my declina- 
tion. 

“Upon reaching home last Sat..:-.ay 
I received Vice President Dawes’ tele- 
gram advising me of my appointment. 
I also had a letter from Senator Curtis, 
our floor leader, suggesting that I ac- 
cept. These demanded careful thought 


Holds Committee Is Dead. 


“Heretofore select committees of 
either Senate or House created for serv- 
ice during a Congress have ceased to 
exist at the conclusion of the Congress, 
As has been the custom in like cir- 
cumstances, Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
on February 21, 1927, introduced S. Res. 
364 to continue the force of the in- 
vestigating committee during the in- 
terim between the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress and the Seventieth Congress and 
thereafter until the 30th day of Decem- 
ber, 1927. 

“The resolution was not referred to 
the committee to audit and control 
the contingent expenses of the Senate, 
of which I am a member, as the for- 
mer resolution had been, because this 
resolution did not call for an appropria- 
tion, the purpose being, if the resolu- 
tion were adopted, to use the funds 
remaining available under authority of 
the previous resolutions. 

“The resolution was considered on 
the floor and ordered to the calendar, 
but did not reach a vote. 

“As a member of the committee to 
audit and control the contingent ex- 
penses of the Senate, I have taken the 
position that there is no authority for 
that committee to approve expendi- 
tures of the special investigating com- 
mittee. 

“Whether the committee now exists 
is a matter of difference of opinion to 
be settled finally by the Supreme Court. 
It would be inconsistent for me to 
accept service as a member of this 
committee. I have withheld approval 
of vouchers to meet expenses of such 
committee at a time when I have felt 
the committee had no authority.”

Prefix to Title Causes 
Speculation. 


ANTISALOON LEAGUE 
AUTHORITY CUT SEEN 


Control of Prohibition Bureau 
Will Rest With Treasury 
Head Belief. 


By WALTER H. ATKINS. 


Lively speculation exists in Wash- 
ington today over the status of “Act- 


ing” Prohibition Commissioner Roy A. 


Haynes. What will happen to him and 
how much power will he wield in the 
new prohibition line-up Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon left lots of room 
for doubt when, just before leaving for 
he an- 
nounced Haynes appointment, prefixed 
“Acting” to the title, and remarked 
that he wanted to have a free hand 
in making “permanent appointments” 
upon his return to Washington. In 
placing Haynes on a temporary basis 
Secretary Mellon, a man of firm de- 
cision, departed from his usual way of 
doing things. 


Dry leaders, notably those identified 
with the Antisaloon League, hailed 
Haynes “ascendency to power” again 
as the capstone to varied achievements 
the drys registered in the last Con- 
gress. But to what extent, if any, will 
his power be-absolute? Will he become 
the “Prohibition Czar,” or merely a 
hired hand taking orders from superior 
officers? And if he has carte blanc in 
the full and free exercise of the broad 
powers conferred by Congress in the 
new regulation act, what will become 
of Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews? Or, has 
Haynes been given merely a “trial” 
appointment to mollify the Antisaloon 
Leaguers and other ardent drys until 
such time as it may be convenient to 
grease the skids for his hasty exit? 
These are only a few of the questions 
Washington has heard recently. And, 
more and equally puzzling queries re- 
garding Haynes are being propounded 
on all sides. Charges of the “wets,” 
notably Senator Edwards, that Presi- 
dent Coolidge smoothed the way for 
Haynes to appease the drys, have not 
been answered either at the White 
House or at the Treasury. 


May Curtail Power. 


In the midst of all the gossip, ru- 
mors and speculation about Haynes, a 
candid consideration of cold facts 
forces the conclusion that if he re- 
mains as the prohibition chief, he will 
be stripped of practically all authority, 
except that which may be specifically 
conferred upon him by Secretary Mel- 
lon. In other words, Secretary Mellon 
will be the “big boss,” and will rely 
upon Assistant Secretary Andrews to 
prevent Haynes from attempting to run 
wild with new policies. 

Careful study of the provisions of the 
reorganization law reveals that the pro- 
hibition commissioner, who supposedly 
had been given such sweeping author- 
ity, can not make a move of any sort 
unless he has the permission of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Secretary 
Mellon is given all of the wide 
powers formerly vested in the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, in the ad- 
ministration of the liquor laws. In 
all matters, it is clear, the prohibition 
commissioner can exercise only such 
authority as may be delegated to him 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
new commissioner in his own right will 
in no sense be able to exercise any of 
the powers which previously were held 
by the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue, a presidential appointee. 

Haynes will not be able to dictate 
appointments, and In this there will be 
no small measure of disappointment 
among dry leaders, who visioned him 
as supreme in such matters. Haynes 
will be permitted to make appoint- 
ments only with the Secretary’s ap- 
proval, the new law clearly specifies. 
Secretary Mellon and Gen. Andrews, 
therefore, will continue as in the past 
to settle appointment questions them- 
selves. In all appointments, great care 
and discretion will be exercised. Proper 
safeguards will be set up to defeat 
cliques of any sort in attempts to ob- 
tain and perpetuate control over the 
prohibition bureau.

Gen. Andrews, who has had such 
signal success in coordinating the gov- 
ernment’s forces in concerted attacks 
on the'larger sources of liquor supply, 
is expected to continue indefinitely in 
the Treasury as the liquor law “gen- 
eralissimo.” Repeated and persistent 
denials that he might resign have come 
from the Treasury. Despite the fact 
that “Acting” Commissioner Haynes 
will be bereft of practically all author- 
ity, except as it may be delegated to 
him, in the form of “orders” from 
Mellon or Andrews, there is the ever 
present danger of flare-ups between 
Haynes and Andrews at any time. 
When such friction develops, and it is 
not altogether an unlikely eventuality 
of the near future, it will be a signal 
for the early departure for Haynes from 
the ranks of the Treasury organiza- 
tion. Secretary Mellon and Gen, An- 
drews, knowing full well the restive 
and ambitious temperament of Mr. 
Haynes, scarcely anticipated that Mr. 
Haynes would find the new office con- 
genial once he realized that his power 
had been curbed. 

The “drys” demonstrated anew their 
tremendous power when they showed 
enough “pull” at the White House to 
force Haynes into the office. Keeping 
him there is a different problem. If 
both Andrews and Haynes rémain, 
there is bound to be serious conflict 
Haynes is an extremist.

Andrews will not brook 
interference at the hands of Haynes 
or any agencies that may try to use 
Haynes for their own purposes. Every- 
thing about the present situation 
seems to spell further administrative 
squabbles.

Protest Searching of Women. 


Chinese residing in the native city of 
Shanghai have protested to the authori- 
ties against the practice of foreign sol- 
diers searching Chinese women enter- 
ing the foreign settlement. 

The protest was made through Mrs. 
Herman Liu, wife of the former chaur- 
man of the Chinese Young Men’s 
Christian association, acting in behalf 
of various women’s organizations. Mrs. 
Liu said that the Chinese women do 
not object to being searched, but that 
ree wanted women to do the search- 

ng. 

Capt. Uyematsu, commander of the 
Japanese landing force, replying in be- 
half of the authorities, said that the 
smuggling of arms and propaganda 
into the settlement, by women as well 
as men, made it imperative that all 
suspicious persons be searched. 

“Although it is neither the intention 
nor the wish of the Japanese landing 
force to molest Chinese women,” he 
said, “it is absolutely imperative and 


unavoidable to inspect them, as Chinese |

Device Is Said to Cut

and Combes, assert that the machine 
makes it possible to reduce film footage 
by one-half by showing only seven 
images per second instead of sixteen. 
They also say the films will last ten 
times longer than undcs: present condi- 
tions. In today’s demonstration the 
machine projected ordinary film clearly 
at various speeds from eight to sixteen

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Moderates and Radicals Will 
Take Different Courses in 
Demands, Is Belief. 


SHARP REPLIES TO U. S. 
AND BRITAIN FORESEEN 


Chen to Accuse Them of a 
“Wicked Bombardment” 
in Nanking Fighting. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Further evidence of the rift between 
moderates and radicals in the Chinese 
nationalist party came in preliminary 
reports from China yesterday that Eu- 
gene Chen, foreign minister of the 
Hankow regime which is dominated by 
the radical element, and Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek, military commander and 


head of the moderate group, would 
pursue different courses in answering 
demands of the five powers in connec- 
tion with the Nanking outrages. 

Official advices did not give any in- 
timation as .to when a reply to the 
demands might be expected from 
either wing. They did indicate, how- 
ever, that the northern military alli- 
ance had seized the opportunity pre- 
sented by the rupture in the ranks of 
the nationalists and were driving for 
recapture of Nanking itself. 

A message from Rear Admiral Hough 
at Nanking, dated April 12, said there 
had been rifie fire at Pukow and that 
northern Soldiers had been observed on 
the north bank of the Yangtze river. 

“Tt is believed that the northern ad- 
vance guard has occupied Pukow,” the 
message said. “All boats and tugs tied 
up on the Nanking side of the river.” 


Moderates Concillatory. 


Shanghai dispatches telling of the 
expectation among Chinese authorities 
there loyal to Chiang in his attack 
upon radical agitators, that he would 
make a conciliatory answer to the de- 
mands evidently reflected the belief 
that the moderate leader would find 
it advisable not to antagonize the 
powers at a time when he is struggling 
for control of the southern revolution- 
ary movement. Chiang has been quoted 
frequently as declaring against any 
drastic steps toward elimination of 
foreigners and foreign interests from 
China although insisting that China's 
unequal treaties myst be done away 
with through diplomatic negotiation. 

Consul General Lockhart at Hankow 
reported yesterday that the whole re- 
maining American community there 
was being concentrated at night at the 
consulate to avoid danger of any 
repetition of the Nanking antiforeign 
attacks. 


Situation Tense at Canton. 


Consul General Jenkins at Canton 
said the situation there remained tense, 
and added: 

“The government shows some ten- 
dency to restrict communist activities 
but so far there has been no open 
rupture.” 

The strike at the Canton Christian 
college continued, despite protest to 
local authorities by Jenkins and plans 
for closing the institution indefinitely 
on April 14 have been made. Virtually 
all American women and children in 
the Canton area except those in Sha- 
meen, the foreign district, have been 
evacuated. There still are about 50 
missionaries in the interior and 100 
other Americans, nearly all men, in the 
general vicinity of the city. 


Sharp Answer to U. 8. 


Hankow, April 13 (By A. P.).—Eugene 
Chen, the Cantonese foreign minister, 
it is understood, will reply Friday with 
separate communications to the five- 
power note of protest against the Nan- 
king Outrages. Those powers which 
used guns to defend their nationals— 
Great Britain and the United States— 
will receive sharp answers, it is fore- 
cast. 

The understanding is that China will 
accuse them of a “wicked, uncalled- 
for bombardment, wrecking civilian 
homes and killing people without 
cause.” 

Italy and France, according to the 
reports will receive notes agreeing to 
pay damages for the losses caused to 
their nationals, while it is believed the 
reply to Japan also will be conciliatory. 

The American consul here has pro- 
tested to Chen against the confiscation 
of Young Men’s Christian association 
property at Changsha, valued at $150,- 
000, by the Cantonese political organi- 
zation. Six Chinese secretaries were 
taken prisoners when the building was 
seized. 

Chiang to Reply. Civilly. 


Changhai, April 13 (By A. P.).—Re- 
Sponsible foreign circles here believe 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, Cantonese mili- 
ta commander, will reply promptly 
and clvilly to the powers, offering to 
comply with their demands for Satis- 
faction for last month’s outrages at 
Nanking. His reply may be made be- 
fore that of Eugene Chen, Cantonese 
foreign minister, to whom the demands 
were also addressed 

The native newspapers here plead for 
“reason and tolerance” in the Nanking 
affair, and urge a thorough investiga- 
tion before fixing the blame and assess- 
ing the punishment.

GOOD FAITH AS A BASIS 
ADVOCATED BY AMERICA 


Proposal Is Impracticable and 
Likely to Cause Ill Will, 
It Is Aserted. 


Geneva, Switzerland, April 13 (By A. 
P.).—Despite the optimistic belief of 
Lord Robert Cecil, the British delegate, 
that the preparatory disarmament con- 
ference is making progress, there were 
increasing indications today that the 
parley was verging on possible fallure. 


After a day spent in fruitlessly seek- 
ing accord on the problem of inter- 
national supervision of armaments, M. 
Paul-Boncour, the French delegate, told 
newspaper correspondents that the con- 


ference had done nothing more than to; ° 


elucidate the main difficulties without 
solving any of them. 

He viewed pessimistically the possi- 
bilities of an immediate agreement and 
expressed the belief that the program 
of disarmament was overambitious for 
present realizations. 


The announcement by the American | ® 
delegation that the United States 1s |, 


unable to accept international control 
and supervision in carrying out the 
provisions of any general disarmament 


treaty was followed by a similar an-| 


nouncement by Italy. 
Project is Weakened. 


The Italian declaration 
the project which had been offered by 
the French as a compromise by which 
international supervision would have 
been applied to league members only. 
Inasmuch as Italy is a member of the 
League of Nations, the Italian stand 
upset the French suggestion. 

Discussing the question of supervi- 
sion, the Argentine delegate told the 
preparatory commission that any treaty 
would be incomplete and inefficacious 
without an international organism of 
supervision, independent of the limita- 
tion and reduction of armaments and 
would consider the complaints of states 
which feared their security was threat- 
ened. 

M. Paul-Boncour also declared that 
supervision, with the right of investi- 
gation, was as important for France 
as the problem of naval tonnage on 
which no agreement has been reached. 

Lord Cecil later issued a statement 
defending Gréat Britain against charges 
that she had impeded the negotiations 
and optimistically insisted that the 


conference was advancing despite diffi- | 


culties. 
U. S. Will Reject Contra. 


The United States can accept no 
Supervision by the League of Nations 
in carrying out the provisions of any 
general disarmament treaty, Hugh Gib- 
s0n announced at today’s session. 

If the members of the league desire 
machinery for international control, 
however, he added, the United States is 
ready to cooperate in the conclusion of 
such a treaty, provided the control does 
not apply to the United States. 

Mr. Gibson said the fact that the 
United States was not a member of the 
league was not the prime reason for her 
inability to accept league supervision, 
but a conviction that such control was 
impracticable and liable to foment ill- 
will and suspicion. Thé United States 
believed the treaty should be based on 
good faith, like the Washington treaty, 
which had been loyally executed. 


No Comment in Capital. 


Without comment, the State Depart- 
ment last night made public the text 
of Minister Gibson’s remarks at the 
Geneva sessions of the preparatory arms 
commission. It closely follows Geneva 
dispatches. 

Difficulties in the way of formulation 
at Geneva of arms limitation proposals 
based upon employment of the ma- 
chinery of the League of Nations to 
supervise the agreements have been 
continuously kept to the front by the 
American delegates in all the proceed- 
ings thus far, and Mr. Gibson stressed 
that point particularly.

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MORE POWER AND PATRONAGE. 


Waterpower development projects promise 
to occupy the attention of Congress to a large 
degree in the next session, judging from present 
indications. First, and possibly foremost, is 
the ever fruitful topic of Muscle Shoals, which 
has developed a new angle since the State of 
Alabama has put in a claim for a share in any 
income which the Federal government may re- 
ceive from the sale of power or the leasing of 
the plant. 

It was not until the closing days of the last- 
session that Alabama asserted title to the bed 
of the river at Muscle Shoals. In order to be 
prepared to answer such inquiries as may be 
submitted, the President has directed the De- 
partment of Justice to inquire into the claim 
of Alabama and to prepare an opinion that will 
be available when desired by the Senate com- 
mittee on agriculture. 

Of equal importance, although not so gen- 
erally appreciated, is the proposal for harness- 
ing the power of the St. Lawrence through the 
joint operations of Canada and the United 
States, which is indorsed by the solid delega- 
tions of 21 of the mid-Western States. It is 
not that those States are directly interested in 
the control of the power now going to waste, 
but because harnessing the river means the 
deepening of its channel sufficiently to permit 
the passage of transatlantic ships. The grain- 
growing States are obsessed with the notion 
that a lake-to-the-sea canal will go a long 
way toward bringing permanent prosperity to 
the grain belt. Of course, if the construction 
of the canal leads to the cheapening of hydro- 
electric power for use in the East the West 
will not object.

last session *“‘by the powerful lobby maintained 
by the power trust,” but also announced his 
support of plans for the development of the 
power of the Potomac at Great Falls by the 
Federal government. Of course, Washington- 
ians know something about that proposition, 
which has been a congressional plaything ever 
since the late Gen. Benjamin F. Butler under- 
took to supply the Capital with power from the 
Potomac nearly half a century ago. That was 
before Muscle Shoals, Boulder dam or the St. 
Lawrence were even dreamed of as potential 
power producers and even before ‘‘log-rolling’’ 
as an aid to legislation had been developed into 
a fine art. 

If the senators and representatives from the 
21 States of the mid-West, with Senator Norris 
in the ead, start the power log rolling in the 
right direction, Washington may be benefited 
after all, and Uncle Sam may yet become the 
greatest dealer in hydroelectric energy on 
earth. Think of the nice, fat jobs that will be 
available when all these projects are com- 
pleted and operated by bureaus in Washington! 


TRADE SECRETS. 


The tariff commission has been sustained by 
the Supreme Court in refusing to reveal infor- 
mation obtained in its hearings concerning 
trade data involving the question of cost of 
production, which, under the provisions of the 
1922 tariff act, mark the point of reasonable 
import duty involved in the doctrine of ade- 
quate protection. 

In an investigation on the petition of the 
American Nitrogen Products Co. for an in- 
crease in the import duty under the flexible 
tariff, certain information was obtained as to 
cost of production of sodium nitrate in the 
United States and Norway. The foreign com- 
pany appealed to the courts to compel the tariff 
commission to hold public hearings and divulge 
the information obtained, much of which de- 
termined the recommendation of the commis- 
sion under the flexible tariff. 

The Supreme Court refuses to compel the 
tariff commission to divulge its information, 
reversing the decision of the lower courts. 
The Supreme Court holds that divulging such 
information might cause great injury and 
hardship by making public trade secrets and 
intimate business information, The tariff act 
of 1922 prohibits the tariff commission from 
revealing trade secrets and processes learned 
in its investigations. 

This decision is important, because it is the 
fixed policy of the tariff commission and the 
executive, who administers the flexible tariff 
sections, to fix a duty ‘‘at a rate found neces- 
sary to equalize the cost of production at home 
and abroad.”” The court pointed out that it is 
optional whether the commission shall make an 
investigation, unless the President so directs; 


and hearings may be private or public, as the 
commission directs, unless the President de- 


termines otherwise. 


The decision protects manufacturers and pro- 


ducers from any publicity of the information 
given the commission. This will not only pro- 


+ > tect domestic manufacturers and producers, but 
3 foreign manufacturers and producers.

commission in ascertaining domestic and for-

Many regulars who voted for the original reso- 
lution did so very reluctantly; as they be- 
lieved that Senator Reed’s purpose in delving 
into the Illinois and Pennsylvania primary 
campaigns was to embarrass the Republican 
party. The resolution, however, applied to all 
States, and if the committee is still alive there 
is nothing to prevent it from inquiring into 
primary elections in Democratic States, - if 
Senator Reed can induce it to do so.

THE MICROPHONE. 


Fifty years ago today there were filed with 
the patent office the first papers on the micro- 
phone. Today more than 26,000,000 indi- 
viduals in every corner of the globe, users 
of the telephone, are able through this inven- 
tion to communicate instantly one with another. 
Alexander Graham Bell was the inventor of 
the telephone. Emile Berliner, inventor of 
the microphone, made possible its commercial 
development. His first ‘‘mike,’” a child’s toy 
drum equipped with a steel dress button and 
a common sewing needle, now stands in an 
honored position in the national museum. 

Little did this immigrant boy, playing with 
a toy drum to which was affixed a needle, 
realize what he was giving to the world. Fifty 
short years ago the United States was a nation 
of ‘isolated ‘communities. Businesses, and hu- 
manity, led isolated existences—when there 
was necessity for interchange of thoughts or 
transactions, either a personal call or a letter 
had to be utilized. With the telephone, how- 
ever, the mode of living changed. Communi- 
cation became the matter of seconds only, and 
the United States became welded into a nation. 

Emile Berliner has other inventions to his 
credit, but none that the public will consider 
more important than the microphone. Through 
it he has repaid a thousandfold any debt of 
gratitude he may owe to his adopted country. 


COAL OUTLOOK BRIGHTENS. 


The production of bituminous coal during 
the week ended April 9 was.between 8,000,000 
and 8,500,000 tons. While this production 
for the first week after the strike is approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 tons below the production 
for the last full week preceding the strike, the 
outlook is not so serious as such a falling off 
might be considered under other circumstances. 
In the first place there is a large supply in 
storage to meet the shortage, even if produc- 
tion should remain greatly below the normal 
average demand. But the most hopeful sign 
is found in the announcement of the Depart- 
ment of Labor that operators in widely scat- 
tered unionizéd fields are signing agreements 
daily “with their employes and that 61 mines 
in Pennsylvania, employing about 2,500 men, 
have signed up to continue work. 

The former peak production will not be 
reached in the near future, but the Depart- 
ments of Commerce and Labor are apparently 
satisfied that production will increase from 
the low figure of last week and assure ample 
supplies to meet all domestic demands during 
the remainder of thé year, with a sufficient 
margin of surplus to fill export orders. 


SEIZURE AFFIRMED. 


The United States Supreme Court has af- 
firmed the seizure of a British vessel and con- 
viction of the crew charged with attempting 
to smuggle goods into the United States in vio- 
lation of the treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain, promulgated May 22, 1924, 
being a convention to aid in preventing the 
smuggling of intoxicating liquors. 

The case came before the Supreme Court 
for review from the circuit court of appeals of 
the Ninth circuit. Chief Justice Taft delivered 
the opinion. 

The issue arose as to the seizure of the 
British vessel Quadra, hovering in the high 
seas off the Farallon islands in the territory 
of the United States, about 25 miles west of 
San Francisco. The..vessel was boarded by 
United States officials, towed into San Fran- 
cisco, the cargo confiscated, and the officers 
and crew indicted and convicted. It was 
claimed that the seizure was outside the 3 
mile limit, and the conviction illegal because 
the officers and crew were British citizens. 
The essential points in the case were: 

1. Was the seizure in accordance with the 
treaty? 

2. Does the treaty permit the prosecution 
of subjects of Great Britain? 

3. Can there be prosecution not only for 
illegal importation ‘but also for conspiracy to 
effect it? as 

4. Can aliens outside of the United States, 
conspiring and cooperating to violate its laws 
with other persons in the United States, b 
prosecuted? 

The treaty with Great Britain retains the 
traditional 3-mile limit of national 
diction on the high seas, but also provides 


that this zone is enlarged to permit the board- | 
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sition of the vessel 
e tariff act of 1922 provides for the. pun- 
ishment of persons attempting the smuggling 
of any foreign commodities, making liquors 
contraband articles. It provides for the 
“seizure On belief that the vessel has com- 
mitted or is to commit or attempting to com- 
mit an offense against the laws of the United 
States.” 7 
It has long been a part of international law 


and the officers: and 


that if a person outside a country, charged . 


with committing or conspiring to commit an 
offense against the laws of that country, comes 
within the jurisdiction of the country where 
the evil is committed, he may be dealt with 
in that place. The Supreme Court sustains 
the seizure and the conviction. 

Treaties have the same force as acts of 
Congress; and the treaty of May 22, 1924, in 
the opinion of the court, permits not only 
seizure of British vessels suspected of -smug- 
gling but the prosecution of British subjects 
charged with violating the laws of the United 
States, and with conspiring with others out- 
side the United States to violate such laws. 


A PROBLEM FOR MERCHANTS. 


The corporation counsel has~submitted to 
the commissioners an opinion to the. effect 


that ‘‘no parking” regulations in front of ship- | 


ping entrances of business houses are invalid. 
It is now expected that the commissioners will 
rescind or amend the regulations under which 
such rights were granted. 

In the opinion of the corporation counsel, 
a business establishment has the right to in- 
gress and egress, but this right is not ex- 
clusive and must be adjusted to the rights of 
the public to the use of the highway. If ‘‘no 
parking” signs were issued generally, the re- 
sult would be that the greater portion of a 
highway would be diverted from public use. 

It is impossible to take issue with a point 
so well made, but it is obvious that the mer- 
chant who can not receive goods when they 
are ready for delivery is placed at a costly 
disadvantage. If his truck must circle the 
block until a parked automobile has vacated 
the area in front of his establishment, the cost 
of haulage will be increased considerably. This 
cost must, be added to the price of the mer- 
chandise. The storekeeper in an outlying sec- 
tion, however, who does not have to fight traf- 
fic can keep his prices low. The same condi- 
tion obtains regarding the delivery of goods. 

Ultimately, of course, business houses with- 
in the congested area will have shipping and 
receiving platforms built upon their property. 
This revolution in store design, however, can 
only take place as new structures are built. 
In the meantime what is the merchant to do? 


THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


“The merriest tax collector since the days of 
Robin Hood”’ was the characteristic description 
of Winston Churchill, chancellor of the British 
exchequer, given by David Lloyd George after 
he had enjoyed the “two hours of brilliant en- 
tertainment” provided by Churchill in the de- 
livery of his budget speech on Monday. Be- 
hind the joke, or the gibe, as it may variously 
be viewed, there was this much of truth that 
Churchill showed no sign of sadness or pessi- 
mism, gave no token of despair regarding the 
future of his country, and refused to fly any 
ag of distress. From another not overfriend- 
ly quarter he was felicitated on ‘“‘the courage 
and audacity with which he faced the situa- 
tion.”’ For the deficit with which he was con- 
fronted he had an explanation ready to hand 
in the general strike and the coal stoppage 
which, between them, cost the government di- 
rectly £32,000,000 and inflicted a loss of £150,- 
000,000 on industry. Even here, however, he 
found matter for congratulation for, after de- 
Claring that “the injury done to our trades 
has been very deep,” he went on to say em- 
phatically: 

The marvel is that we have not suffered 
more from the shocking breakdown in our 
island civilization. Our revenues for the 
most part have survived and the exchanges 
stood like a rock. The gold standard has 


also survived without touching American 
credits. 


These are proud boasts, apparently fully jus- 
tified by the facts. 

Churchill’s estimate of the British national 
revenues for the current fiscal year is £834.,- 
800,000, with the expenditure of £833,400,000, 
showing a balance to credit of £1,400,000. 
He has various expedients for raising the 
money required. He will divert to the treasury 
a greater proportion of automobile license fees, 
he will make a more stringent collection of the 
ordinary income tax and the supertax, he will 
shorten the credit period extended to brewers, 
and he will place new taxes on automobile 
tires, matches, wine, tobacco, motion picture 
films, and certain classes of pottery. He remits 
no taxes and varies the incidence of none, but, 
as @ measure of economy, he will abolish three 
government departments, the ministries of 
transport, of overseas trade and of mines. 
Further reductions he can not make for, as he 
put it, to cut the fighting services by £20,000,- 
000 would cause a panic, and to cut the expen- 
ditures on education or public health would 
cause a convulsion. 

The taxes on tires, on tobacco, and on mo- 
tion picture films will naturally affect the 
United States materially, but no one can rea- 
sonably complain on this ground, for Great 
Britain is therein merely exercising the un- 
doubted tariff rights possessed by every free 
country in the world and exercised by most of 
them, including the United States. The im posi- 
tion of these taxes, however, coupled with the 
preferential treatment given to wines produced 
within the British empire, shows how far Brit- 
ain has receded from her quondam position as 
a free trade country and how distinctly she is 
veering toward the adoption of a policy of pro- 
tection. She would have been better off now 
had she adopted that policy more freely long 
ago. ' 

Chancellor Churchill is, on the whole, to be 
congratulated on the ability and dexterity with 
which he extricated himself, and the adminis- 
tration of which he is a member, from an ex- 
ceedingly tight corner. | 
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The weakness of a representative govern- 
ment is that it’s just one darned compromise 
after another.

condition “was satisfactory,” although 
serious. He did not know when Carroll 
would be able to be removed to Atlanta, 
and Marshal Hecht said the prisoner 
would remain here until physicians 
thought him able to stand the trip 
to the prison. 

Physicians said a test of contents of 
the stomach and other organs had not 
revealed any cause for the coma and 
expressed the opinion that nervous ex- 
haustion largely was responsible.

“nervous breakdown” resulting from 
overwork ant worry. “He had been 
very depressed,” said the marshal. “I 
have never seen a man take his impris- 
onment so hard.” 

James Carroll told of the strenuous 
efforts his brother had made to have 
the sentence stayed and to get his busi- 
ness affairs in shape for his enforced 
absence from New York. He was said 
to have passed all Monday night at his 
office following his return from Wash- 
ington. where he filed a petition for 
executive clemency. “He was at his 
office until 9 o'clock Tuesday morning 
before surrendering to me at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon,” said Marshal Hecht, 

“He had rushed to Washington Mon- 
day from Pittsburgh, where he went 
on our regular pilgrimage to our 
mother’s grave,” said James Carroll. He 
was worn out and depressed.”

In marketing for the radio discus- 
sion on cookery Monday morning last 
I discovered an interésting thing, and 
that is that capon is now to be had 
at a lower price than before in a con- 
siderable number of years. It retails at 
50 cents a pound, and is always a deli- 
cacy is it not? If we plan to serve 
capon this year for Easter dinner we 
shall be indulging somewhat in the 
unusual; and when an opportunity for 
the unusual occurs it seems to me to 
be foolhardy to turn it down. 

Now then, the request recipes. 


Lemon Meringue Pie. 


First Step—Pie Crust (Miss E. B.) 

To each cup of flour required add a 
level half cup of crisco, a half teaspoon 
of salt and mix gently with the tips of 
the fingers. When the materials are 
thoroughly mixed and separated into 
little granulations add sufficient ice wa- 
ter to bind them together. Then roll 
out, handling as little as possible and 
remove only enough paste from the 
bowl at a time for one crust. 

It requires a cup of flour to make two 
crusts, but the crusts must be carefully 


| rolled out to get the two from the one- 


cup mixture. It must be exactly di- 
vided and an effort made to round out 
the piece of paste as it is rolled that it 
may be uniform and no corners wasted 
when it is placed over the pan. Fora 
lemon pie the crust is baked first and 
then the filling is added to it. 
Second Step—Lemon Pie Filler. 

2 small lemons. 

1 cup sugar. 

1 large cup boiling water. 

4 eggs. 

1 large tablespoon flour. 

Grate the rind from the lemons and 
squeeze the juice. Mix the sugar and 
flour. Beat the eggs and mix with them 
after they have been beaten the lemon 
juice that has been strained. Then mix 
in the sugar and flour with the eggs 
and lemon. Pour in the boiling water 
and cook the whole in a double boiler 
until it is thick. Turn into the baked 
crust only after the mixture—and the 
crust—are thoroughly cold. Cover with 
meringue. 


Meringue. 


Beat the whites of two (more) eggs 
until stiff and dry looking and add to 
them gradually, while continuing the 
beating, two to two and a half table- 
spoons granulated sugar. When the 
meringue has become thick and smooth 
spread it lightly over the pie and place 
under the broiler just long enough to 
nicely brown the tops that stick up. 
The meringue should not be smoothly 
spread, but left with little peaks all 
over the top of the pie. Nor should it 


| be cooked more than just long enough 


to brown the top. An _ overcooked 
meringue becomes leathery and is in- 
clined to give up its moisture and to 


shrink in the process. 


Strawberry Jam. 


Wash and stem two boxes of berries 
thoroughly and dry them with a fresh 
tea towel. Boil a half cup of water and 
two cups of sugar until it gets very 
Sugary (a state that is reached after it 
reaches the stringy state), and then 
put the whole berries into the mixture. 
Cook rapidly for exactly fifteen minutes 
and then set to cool for an hour before 
putting in glasses. Cook in a deep ves- 
sel so it will not boil over, which it 
does easily. In this recipe the berries 
will remain whole.

Dissolve the soda in the boiling water 
and mix. the spices with the flour. 
Add the egg well beaten and the mo- 
lasses melted with the shortening. 
Bake in a medium oven and serve hot. 


Nut Bread.

Mix thoroughly and let stand for 
twenty minutes in the tins before 
baking. This amount makes two loaves. 
It should not be baked in an exceeding- 
ly hot oven, for it will be soggy inside 
if hurried while too brown on the out- 
side. Nut bread takes a long, slow 
baking. 


Rye Breaa. 
1 cake yeast, 
1 quart white flour, 
1 pint rye flour, 
Half cup molasses, 
Half tablespoon salt, 
Milk to make a thick batter (about 
2 cups). 

Dissolve the yeast in a little warm 
water. Then mix all the ingredients 
together and let rise until light. Mold 
and knead into loaves and let rise 
again to double its bulk and bake in 
a slow oven for one and a half hours,

Everhardt, Fall’s son-in-law, in May, 
1922, to the Continental Trading Co. 
By a series of inferences the court is 
asked to find that these bonds must 
have come from Sinclair, that Sinclair 
used them to bribe Fall and that fraud 
should therefore be read into the Tea- 
pot Dome lease. 

The trial court, after hearing all the 
evidence and acting practically as jury 
in the case, decided that these infer- 
ences did not connect Sinclair with the 
bonds, and that consequently, the gov- 
ernment had not substantiated this

Testimony Taken in France, 


Blackmer and O'Niel answered quenr- 
tions under letters rogatory, when 
their testimony was taken in France 
but they each said they had retired 
from business and declined to be 
drawn into a controversy which might 
compel them to remain for an unlim- 
ited time in America and interfere 
with their own plans of freedom from 
restraint. The more pressure the gov- 
ernment counsel put on them, the more 
determined they apparently became 
not to be drawn into the controversy, 

Mr. Stewart, of the Standard Oil, re- 
mained a “mystery witness” for a brief 
period because he came forward long 
ago and was subpenaed. Sinclair him- 
self refused to testify relative to the 
Continental deal on the ground that 
there was nothing in the record to in 
anyway connect him with it, beyond 
his presence in the usual course of ex- 
pediting the Sinclair Purchasing Co.'s 
purchase of Humphrey's oil, 

In response yesterday to the direed 
question from Chief Justice Taft As 
to why Sinclair had not taken the 
stand, Littleton said: 

“Because nothing was ‘Aid at his 
door. There was nothing connecting 
him with any charge Of fraud.” 

The presentation which the govern- 
ment special counsel made of the Con- 
tinental Trading Co, phase of tho case 
differed widely from that made by 
Lacey end Littleton. 


Bond Transactions Stressed, 


part of its case. Judge Kenyon, who 
delivered the opinion for the Eighth 
circuit court, overruling the trial court, 
admitted that Sinclair had not heen 
connected with the bonds, but ruled, 17 
effect, that the series of inferences 
should not be construed, as Judge Ken- 
nedy in the lower court construed 
them. Consequently the Supreme Court 
has the task of deciding upon the legal 
value of the inferences wrapped up in 
the Continental deal-and the justices 
showed keen interest in this phase of 
the legal battle yesterday. 

For the benefit of those who have 
nevcr heard of the so-called Continental 
Trading Co. deal, it was presented to 
the court yesterday along this line: 


To Purchase 30,000,000 Barrels. 
After persistent efforts to negotiate 


} with Col. A. E. Humphreys, of Texas, 


who controlled the rich Texas-Mexia Oil 
Co., H. M. Blackmar, chairman of the 
board of the Midwest Refining Co., 
finally succeeded in making a deal with 
him to purchase approximately 30,000,- 
000 barrels of oil from him, when taken 
out of the ground, at $1.50 a barrel 

Blackmer summoned his attorney, H 
S. Osler, Canadian lawyer, and told him 
he could buy this huge quantity of oll 
from Humphreys and resell it at a profit 
to the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. and the 
Sinclair Crude Oil & Purchasing Co., 
the latter being one of the many Sin- 
clair subsidiary companies... Osler, it 
develops from the record, was asked by 
a client—presumably Blackmer, though 
that fact has never been definitely 
shown—to carry through the deal and, 
because of its magnitude and compli- 
cations of the transactions Osler form- 
ed the Continental Trading Co., Ltd., 
under the laws of his native country, 
this being on November 14, 1921. 

Both deals were consummated in New 
York, O'Niel, Blackmer, R. H. Stewart, 
chairman of the board of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, being present be- 
cause it had a half interest in one of 
the companies, and Harry F. Sinclair, 
because of his interest in the Sinclair 
Purchasing Co., getting together and 
putting the proposition over just as 
they would any other big enterprise. 


Called on Osler to Tell. 


Later in their probe Roberts and 
Pomerene decided to. cultivate what to 
them looked like a fertile field of in- 
vestigation, and they sought to have 
Osler, head of the Continental Trading 
Co., tell about bonds in the companies’ 
possession which might have reached 
Fall. Osler would not tell about the 
deal, saying he had acted as attorney 
and that his client did not want his 
name nor the names. of his associates 
A finger of suspicion was 
at once pointed at Harry F. Sinclair and 
at Albert B. Fall by the government 
counsel, it being inferred that the 
trading company bonds were used by 


oo| Sinclair to bribe Fall and that the 


whole creation of the Continental Trad- 
ing Co. was a cloak to cover Sinclair's 
intention of bribing Fall. 

But Osler remained away and be- 
came the first “mystery witness.” It 
developed, however, that all this Con- 
tinental deal transpired weeks before 
Fall ever met Sinclair, the testimony 
Showing that this first meeting oc- 
curred December 31, 1921. Then Osler, 
under persistent questioning, still de- 
clined to name his client or his asso- 
tiates or to eliminate others so that 
the names might be guessed at, but 
he did say that if he had ever met 
Harry Sinclair he was not aware of 


Roberts, who was in his beat form, 
stressed the various inferences con- 
nected with the “bond transactions” 
though at no point did he olaim that 
any direct connection had been estab- 
lished between these bonds and Marry 
F. Sinclair. 

“But if the court please, I am not 
through with bond transaciiona,"”. Rob- 
erts said just prior to the 2 o'clock 
adjournment, and a thrill wen’ around 
the courtroom as it was assumed that 
Roberts had a surprise to spring and 
it became obvious later that the jJus- 
tices were prepared to hear evidence of 
a more substantial character and based 
on some specific connection of Sinolair 
with the bond transactions rather than 
the inferences which, from a_ legal 
standpoint, are of doubtful value as 
compared to the real evidence of the 
kind which Roberts has hoped to ob- 
tain to prove that Sinclair had some- 
thing to do with the bonda, 

“How much oil was handled through 
Continental Trading Co., Mr. Roberta?” 
Justice Butler asked, refiecting his in- 
terest in the promised disclosures, 
“Would the record show that?” 

“Yes,” replied Roberts, “it showa 
that. Whatever would produce about 
two and a half million dollars, Hight 
million seven hundred thousand bar- 
rels went through before they assigned 
the thing over to the Sinclair Crude 
and Prairie Oil company. 

“That much out of 33,000,000?”

When Roberts started in, after lunch- 
eon, with Fall's trip to Russia in the 
employ of Sinclair, for which he re- 
ceived an advance of $26,000, those who 
had whetted their appetities for new 
bond revelations were somewhat taken 
aback. 

“Are you through with the Canadian 
end of the transaction?” asked Justice 
McReynolds. 3 

“T am through, except for certain ob- 
servations,” replied Roberts, 

“How do you connect Sinclair with 
it?” persisted Justice McReynolds. 

This observation at once aroused in- 
terest and indicated to the defense that 
Justice McRenyolds had put his finger 
on the crux of the whole case and 8us- 
tained the contention of the defense 
all along, that no direct connection 
can be established between Sinclair 
and the bond transaction, and that the 
prosecution, at most, can deduce infer- 
ences and inferences based on infer- 
ences and ask the court to regard such 
inferences as legal .

Interpret McReynolds’ Questions, 


The question interposed by Justice

Justice Butler interrupted Roberts on 
several occasions relative to storage 
facilities under the contract, The Sin- 
clair counsel claim that their contract 
ja widely different from the Pan-Amer!- 
ean contract, upon which the court has 
already passed, Under the Sinclair con- 
tract the government can take cash or 
fuel oll or other oil products in pay- 
ment, The atorage feature only enters 
into the picture in case the govern- 
ment electa to take fuel oil, in which 
event storage tanks would have to be 
provided for its conservation and in 
the suplemental contract pursuant to 
the lease theegovernment called for 
storage. 


Location of Storage Facilities. 


“Where?” asked Justice But'er.

"Ie it your theory,” asked Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, “that Sinclair promised Fall, 
at this meeting at Three Rivers, that 
he would give him these bonds or some 
similar bribe?"

“We must infer, first, that Fall was 
bribed; second, that Sinclair wanted to 
bribe him; third, that there was nobody 
else in the world who was dealing with 
Fall who would give him a bribe or 
from whom he would take a bribe. You 
must infer that Sinclair was a stock- 
holder in the Continental Trading Co. 
You must infer that it paid its divi- 
dend in bond, because there is no evi- 
dence of any of these things. I have 
never seen a record so barren of a 
foundation for a proposition. And yet 
this case was decided solely in the 
Court of Appeals upon the ground that 
Sinclair paid a bribe to Fall. Nothing 
else,” 

Littleton was questioned at length by 
Chief Justice Taft and Justice Butler. 
The latter was interested in the other 
man identified with Osler and who 
bought the oil. 

“Blackmer,” replied Littleton. 


Another Question by Butler. 


“This record will show that there was 
no connection between Blackmer and 
Sinclair?” asked Justice Butler.

SHOOTING POLICEMEN 
UPHELD BY SUPERIORS 


No Reprimand for Deyoe and 
Schotter, Who Fired in 
Liquor Pursuit. 


While physicians at Casualty hospital 
were planning yesterday to operate to 
remove a bullet from the brain of 
William Frank Dement, 29 years old, 
1354 Spring road northwest, Inspector 
Charles Evans announced that the 
policeman who shot Dement early yes- 
terday during a liquor chase through 
southeast Washington would not. be 
reprimanded.

Both say that they 
shot at the tires of the car and believe 
that one of the bullets they fired 
richochetted and struck Dement. Sergt. 
George Little and Policeman W. H. 
Schultz, who also participated in the 
chase, deny firing. The pursuit started 
near Bradbury Heights, where the squad 
of police were lying in wait for the 
rum car.

CHARITY CONTRIBUTIONS 
FAR FROM 70000 ASKED 


Only 3,724 Have Become 
Members as Easter Cam- 
paign Nears Close. 


3 NEEDY CASES ARE CITED 


With three days to go the Easter fund- 
raising campaign of the Associated 
Charities and the Citizens’ Relief asso- 
ciation for the relief of needy families 
in the District is lagging far behind the 
desired total of money and number of 
contributors, according to an announce- 
ment yesterday by the campaign com- 
mittee. 

A total budget of $70.000 is needed 


by the organizations to carry on the 
relief work made necessary by an un- 
usually large amount of family distress 
and broken homes, and it was hoped to 
achieve a total of 10,000 contributing 
members. Contributions received at 
campaign headquarters in the Social 
Service house, 1022 Eleventh street 
northwest, up to close yesterday, how- 
ever, had brought the total of con- 
tributors only to 3,724 and so the total 
of money or pledges received was still 
far short of the necessary $70,000. Con- 
tributions should be sent Ord Preston, 
treasurer, at campaign headquarters. 

Exemplifying the type of work the 
money is to be used for, the committee 
made public a description of the follow- 
ing three cases: 

No. 19—A deserted mother of three 
little children was at first compelled 
to let her little ones go into an asylum. 
But recently by dint of hard work she 
was able to start a home of her own 
again so that she could have the chil- 
dren with her, but in order to do this 
she will need for a while $23 a week 
in addition to what she can bring in, 
pending her appeal for an allowance 
from the board of public welfare. 

No. 20—This mother of two infants, 
deserted by her husband, said she 
would “work her fingers off” before she 
would let her babes go into an asylum. 
She has worked during the day and 
studied at night for a better job. She 
will need at least $7.50 a week in order 
to keep the children with her. 

No. 21—By going out to work, this 
colored mother, with four children of 
school age, deserted by the husband 
and father, manages to earn a few dol- 
lars. But that is not enough to keep 
the home together and at least $8 a 
week more must come from outside 
help. It would cost more to place 
these children in homes than to keep 
their own home together. The man is 
serving a term in prison and the wife 
gets ag cents a day from the govern- 
ment. 


WOMAN CRITICALLY 
BURNED BY GASOLINE 


Husband Hurt Extinguishing 
Wife’s Clothing After 
Liquid Is Spilled. 


Mrs. Annie T. Hickey, 51 years old, 
16 Sixteenth street southeast, was 
burned severely on the face and body 
yesterday when gasoline which she was 
using to clean clothing became ignited.
